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Biterature’s Mede of Growth. 


Mr Howells is credited with the 
saying that the stories are al) told; 
that it is idle to strive for or to expect 
absolute freshness or novelty of plot. 
Possibly he is right—certainly, in a 
limited sense, he is right. But, as 
we have had occasion heretofore to 
point out in these columns, under- 
stood in even its broadest sense, the 
tlaim cannot be said to threaten the 
future of imaginative literature. 
probiems of life are old, but they are 
pew to the individual. Every one 
approaches them from a fresh point 

view ; to no two persons are they 
’ precisely the same. The habits, en- 
vironment, cast of mind, imaginative 
lorce of two writers, will produce 
vastly different results in the treat- 
ment of the same humane problem 
—so different, indeed, that the one 
problem will seem to have become 


o. 

And, following along this pathway, 
we catch a glimpse of a literary truth 
which, in its statement, seems at first 
like a grave injustice. Lowell some- 
where declares that 

“ Thoug®t old the th and oft expressed, 

Fis Les lass who cae Rea” 

Is literature, then, only the resay- 
ing of the same things in varying 
forms? Are the writers of the nine- 
teenth century merely repeating 
what the writers of the sixteenth cen- 
tury said in a different way? In 
short is literature mere phrase-mak- 
ing? Yes or no. And it may be 
that ‘“‘mere phrase-making”’ is a 
more-worthy and useful work than 
the cynical questioner can under 
stand. Thoughts are not patented 
nor patentable. They are not liable 
to infringement, though their expres- 
sions may be. Herein, perhaps, 
resides a theoretical injustice, but it 
istheoretical only. The world’s 
storehouseof ideas grows, but slowly. 
itis the rarely gifted and fortunate 
man who, during alife-timeof literary 
activity, gives us a half dozen ideas 
of originality, absolute. They will 
be the priceless gem@ of his life’s ac- 
tivity, but he may in the meantime 
have done a noble and perhaps an 
mnduring work, though of less crea- 
tive value. It is possible to give 
thought new pertinence and interest 
by restatement. The elemental 
motives and passions of humane nat- 
are were the same in the days of 
William the Conqueror that they are 
lo-day, but all English literature has 

wn up between the two dates, 
very century, indeed every genera- 
jion, has a cast of mind to which the 
somedy and the tragedy of life must 
be fitted by contemporary writers. 

There is, to be sure, one direction 
wherein there is going forward an 
enlargement and enrichment of 
thought, of which the foregoing takes 
ao notice. Practical science con- 
stantly contributes, both by new dis- 
poveries of truth and by correction 
of old notions. And as all truth is 
me, literature is helped and broad- 
med somewhat by these contribu- 
lions. Butin the realm of pure liter- 
ature the growth of thought is slow 
wnd advances quiteas much by 
modification and refinement as by 
sddition.—{Boston Courier.

Governor Stevenson has issued 
a proclamation, calling the atten- 
tion of the people of the State to 
the Act passed by the Legislature 
establishing an Arbor day, and 
earnestiy recommending that the 
good people of Nevada generally— 
taking their children and wards 
with them—vigorously observe and 
spend the day in the planting of 
trees, shrubs, vines, etc., and urging 
the teachers in our public schools to 
accompany and aid their pupils 
in the good work, giving such in- 
structions as will make them prop- 
erly understand and appreciate the 
purposes of the enactment, to the 
end that all who participate may 
epjoy a season of pleasing satisfac- 
tion, and the work of beautifying 
and benefiting our State, in this 
manner, be well and appropriately 
inaugurated by us as a people. ifn 
obedience to the requirements of 
the Act, the Governor has set apirt 
and appointed Wednesday, the 13th 
of April, as Arbor Day for 1887. 

Dr. Higbee, State Superintendent 
of the Pennsylvania schools, in a 
recent Jetter to Mr. Northrop, of 
Connecticut, says: 


"Keep the good work of Arbor Day 
fresh before the minds of the people. 
Iam doing my utmost in this direction 
and soon hope to see trees and vines 
and flowering grass plots, greeting me 
from a thousand schools in the State, 
and the happy faces of children made 
more happy through their aid in this 
good cause. 


The failure of the General Defi- 
ciency bill to become a law, is 
likely, it is said, to seriously em- 
barrass the affairs of the Govern- 
ment in some of its Deparments, 
A special Washington dispatch to 
the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
says: 

“One of the mean things involved 
in the failure of the General Deficiency | 
bill is the inabi:ity ofthe District Gov- 
ernment to pay twenty-five laborers 
for shoveling snow from the sidewalks 
during recent storms. These men are 
hired at the rate of two dollars a day, 
and as the appropriahon for such 
labor was exhausted during the win- 
ter, they cannot get the balance of 
their hard-earned money untill Con- 

ress meets again, unless they sell 
their small claims to money sharks at 
a discount.”’

THE HUNTER HUNTED. 


A Carious Adventure with a Biuc 
Meren in a Swamp. 


Of all the native birds in Florida 
none is more interesting than the 
heron tribes. The king of all these 
tribes is the great blue heron. 

ws to an extraordinary size. 
apt. Dummitt, who planted the 
most noted orange grove in the State, 
killed one on a bayou near Mosquito 
n years ago which 
measured nine feet seven inches from 
the point of its bill to the tips of its 
toes. The coastwise bayous and la- 
goons are usually dot with small 
mangrove islands. In south Florida 
the mangrove growstoaheightof sixty 
or eighty feet, but north of Cape 
Canaveral it is a gnarled bush ten or 
fifteen feet high. The bushes cover 
the little islands as hair covers a 
man’s scalp. The islands are verit- 
able thickets, and woe betide the man 
who is lost in them, for they are in- 
fested with sand flies, red bugs, mos- 
quitoes, and scorpions. Creeks in- 
tense in crookedness and of uneven 
tide wind among these islands like 
the paths of a labyrinth. These 
memes | creeks are the favorite fishing 
grounds of the at blue heron. 

Some of the happiest days of my life 
have been spent in hunting the bird 
in these haunts. Seated in the bow 
of a Canadian canoe, with my gun on 
my knees and a guide in the stern, 

was noiselessly poled over the 
winding creeks beneath the arching 
mangroves. At sharp turns there 
was frequently a scream of affright. 
Huge wings were unfolded. The 
great bird wafted itself into the air, 
and was brought to earth by a shot 
well aimed. It is dangerous sport, 
however, for a stranger. Even the 
best guides are sometimes lost in the 
green labyrinth and suffer untold 
tortures. Unpracticed hunters are 

t to lose their eyes; for the beak 
of the great blue heron is as sharp 
as a needle, and his long neck makes 
immense sweep and great power. 
The bird strikes with marvelous pre- 
cision and with the rapidity of light- 
ning. When wounded itis especially 
dangerous. I was once struck on 
the cheek within half an inch of the 
eve. The blow was made by a crip- 

ed snowy heron on an island in 

ke Worth. It was just after twi- 
light. The darkness saved my eye. 
I was in a thicket looking for birds 
that | had shot while on the wing. 
I saw a snowy spot in the undistin- 

ishable foliage, and took it for a 

ead bird. As | stooped to pick it 
ap, my cheek was pierced as though 
receiving « thrust from a stiletto. 

In the spring of 1875 1 was en- 
camped in the heart of Turnbull 
Swamp, about eight miles from the 
head of Indian River. The weather 
was very dry, and there was much 
less water in the swamp than usual. 
l was hunting paroquets, wild tur- 
keys, wood ducks, deer, bears, wild- 
cats, and pumas. The swamp is 
streaked with savannas a hundred 

ards wide and miles ig extent. 

er becoming scarce in my vicinity, 
I set a savanna on fire one morning 
while on a turkey hunt. After the 
burning of the dead grass the new 
_— would serve to bait the deer 
within a fortnight. At sunset 1 was 
miles away from camp. At dusk I 
saw several gobbiers fiy into a grove 
of tall cypresses, and marked them 
with the intention of returning in 
the morning at daylight and shooting 
them from the trees. The reddened 
sky gave me bearings on my wuy 
back to camp. After wading ior ten 
minutes through mud and water, 
listening to the doleful music of a 
death owl, l emerged upon the burn- 
ing savanna. Thesky was overcast. 
It was as dark as Erebus. A brisk 
south wind was driving the fire 
northward. The flames were leap- 
ing over the tall, dry grass, and tinge- 
ing the clouds and the tops of the 
cy presses an orange hue. 

suddenly I saw in the lurid light 
far above me four great biue 
herons, They were in line, flapping 
their wings with precision of machin- 
er). Instinctively 1 drew my gun to 
ny shoulder. Un inspiration | dis- 
charded it, for the ‘‘sight’”’ was 
invisible. The second barrel did 

ood work, ‘he third heron in the 

ne stopped, fell ten feet, and came 
swooping toward the ground ingreat 
circles, I saw that the bird would 
drop some distance away, and ran 
forward to mark the spot. But the 
burnt part of the savanna, despite the 
lurid lght from the roiling wave of 
fire in the south, was as black as the 
bellying darkness of the clouds. 1 
heard he bird strike the earth with 
a thud, but did nut see where it fell. 
The biack ashes of the burnt grass 
were ankle deep. 1 searched tor 
the prize, but did not find it. 

I was perplexed. Suddenly a 

form arose from the ashes 
ten feet away. it seemed to tower 


frightfully atove yom 
ully at ev : 
the situation. tA wine 
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barrels, sti!l running at the top of 
my speed. Then I stopped, wheeled 
about, and banged away with both 
barrels. The bird shrieked worse

owever. Fear gave way to mirth, 
I laughed outright at the absurdity 
of the situation, blessing my stars 
that no friends were near tochaff me. 
Again | reloaded the gun, turned 
and fired. I was on the verge of the 
blazing canes, and had a fair view 
of my pursuer. At the second shot 
the heron fell, and the impetus from 
its speed was so great that it came 
against me, legs, wings, neck, and 
beak, ina limp lump. I had shot 
it through the neck. Its head was 
attached by the skin of the neck 
alone. 


I carried the prize to camp. Its 
plumage was the perfection of feath- 
ery beauty. Old Conner, my guide, 
was awaiting my return with a sup- 

r of roasted venison and yams. 

he bird was so tall that Conner 
fastened its beak to the back of my 
coat collar, drew the neck over my 
head, and the feet touched the 
ground. He afterward severed the 
head from the neck, and hurled it 
across the fire at the trunk of a pal- 
metto—I have seen formers at a 
circus handle a knife in a similar 
way—the sharp beak entered the 
tree, and stood quivering there like 
a heavy-handled bodkin ; and for all 
that I know it remains there to this 
day.—({The Cook.
